FATHER IGNATIUS DEAD 


FAMOUS MONK OF LLANTHONY 
HAD CHECKERED CAREER. 


Author, Mystic, and Militant Clergy: 
man Was Convinced That Miracles 
In His Life Were Those of a Me- 
diaeval Saint—Claimed to Have Re- 
stored Nineteen-Year-Old Girl and 
a Man to Life. 


“Father Ignatius,” the famous monk | 
of Llanthony, has died at the resid- 
ence of his brother-in-law and sister, 
at Camberley. He was in his 71st 
year, and had been seriously ill for | 
some time, ‘Father Ignatius,’ whose 
real name was Joseph Leyeoster Lyne, 
was born at Trinity square, near the 
Tower of London, on Nov. 23, 1837, 
Nducated at St. Paul's School—at that

“Tales of the Monastery’ were the | 
best known. The Monk of Llanthony | 
was truly convinced that his career 
had been as full of miracles and Di- 
vine interpositions as the life of any 
mediaeval saint. Among the many | 
miracles he claimed to have worked | 
were to have restored a 19-year-old 
girl.to life, and to have made whole | 
and well a man crushed to a mass of | 
pulp by a fall of stone. He also held | 
that those who mocked and opposed 
him were visited by swift supernatur- 
al retribution. He furthermore relat: 
ed that he was comforted by visits of | 
ungels and vexed by those of demons, 


and that the erneial moments of his | 
career were merked by apnaritiond | 
and signs. So great was his eloquence | 
that he was able to eontrol crowds 


wild with anger inst him, and men 
and women converted from fury to re 
pentanee have on such oceasions flung | 
down their coats for him to walk over

“Critic EE Amertcan Women. ° 

Dr. Andrew MacPhail of Montreal 
has appeared in The London Specta- 
tor in the now popular role of a critic 
of American women. Among the gen- 
eralizations of his article is the state- 
ment, ‘Speaking generally the aim of 
American women is to live in idle- 
ness.’ Who that knows the many 
positions that women in the United 
States fill in the laboring world be- 
lieves that such a statement can be, 
to any great extent, true. Whatever 
may be the case with the class, which 
after all, is a comparatively small 
one, wh members have come into 
the possession of great wealth, it can- 
not be believed that the women who 
manage the homes, teach the schools, 
and fill thousands of positions in the 
business world can look upon an idle 
and useless life as the ideal one.

THE HOST I CANADA. 


Eucharist His Bern Carried In Many 
Cities Wit'sut Any Ensuing Riot. 


Those who read of the demonsta- 
tion in London will be no doubt sur- 
prised to learn, if they are not already 
aware of the fact, that Eucharistic 
processions are annually held in many 
parts of Canada without disturbance 

The Eucharist or Host is carried 
on the occasion of the annual feast of 
Corpus Christi, [t is borne in front 
of the procession in a golden vessel 
called the monstranee, which has a 
centre of glass. Through the glass 
the wafter representing the Christ can 
be plainly seen, 

The monstranee is held aloft in the 
front rank of the procession by the 
highest clerical dignitary present, fol- 
lowed by the other dignitaries in or- 
der of precedence, 

Young men swing censers from 
which floats ineonse and children 
seatter flowers along the way. When 
the military are present the proces- 
sion is saluted by heavy guns and the 
soldiers present arms. On all sides 
is heard the chanting of prayers and 
litanies, ; : 

The entire ceremony is conducted 
on the princinle that Christ is pres- 
ent in materiel form, and that. all 
honor should be vielded to him. 

After the monstranee is taken with 
the greatest rev and ceremony 
to the cathedral. the host remains un- 
torched until it is partaken of by the 
celobrating priest at the next mass, 

In Quebee on June 21 of this year 
the Host was horse aloft through the 
streets and wes followed by the arch- 
hishon and other high dignitaries of 
the Church,

A THRILLING VOYAGE. 


Srew of British Schooner Spent Four 
Days Near Death. 

How the schooner Mystery took her 
trew of six as near to death for four 
jays and nights as any man could be 
ind live was narrated by her captain 
‘ecently, on his rescue and landing 
ifter the wreck. 

“tn all my experience of the sea IT 
have seldom felt so near death,’”’ said 
Capiain Dean. ‘We loaded a cargo 
of dried codfish at Merchantman’s 
Bay, Labrador, and sailed on Sept. 14 
for Gibraltar. Though the Mystery 
was built over thirty years ago, she 
was a good sailer, and had weathered 
many storms. 

“We were only a few hours out 
when a tremendous gale set in, and 
continued with increasing ‘violence 
day after day. The sea was moun- 
tainous, and tossed the schooner 
about like a cork, now high on the 
crest, now plunged in the trough. 
The decks were continually a-wash; 
great seas broke over her, and we all 
had many narrow escapes of being 
swept into the sea as we crawled 
about on our duties. 

“For four days we battled against 
the gales; our craft creaked and 
strained, but we hoped she would re- 
main tight till the gale abated. On 
the fourth day, however, the schoon- 
er strained so that she sprang a bad 
leak, and the next thing we learned 
was that there was three feet of 
water in the hold, rising steadily. 

“All hands manned the pumps and 
toiled at them desperately, without 
ceasing, day and night, for the best 
part of a week. Had we rested we 
should have gone under; and even 
with the efforts that utterly exhaust- 
ed us the water gained. 

“No help was in sight on the tumbl- 
ing ocean, and at last we began to de- 
spair. In a last attempt to save the 
ship we threw the cargo overboard, 
yet with the decks only two inches 
above the water we were forced to 
look death in the face. 

“We had abandoned hope, when 
at the last moment, we sighted a 
steamer, We made frantic efforts to 
attract her attention, but she held on 
her course without seeing us. 

“Such a sight compelled despair, 
but life is dear, and we toiled anew 
at the pumps of the poor old stagger- 
ing wreck. Our two boats and most 
of the rigging were gone. 

“For twenty-four hours longer we 
worked like slaves with the grip of 
death upon us. And then, just as 
physical exhaustion was conquering 
us at last, we saw a large vessel rap- 
idly bearing down. She turned out 
to be the German Lloyd liner Main, 
commanded by Captain Jansen, from 
New York for Bremen. Our decks 
were then flush with the sea, and we 
had searcely strength to keep our- 
selves from being washed overboard. 
The heavy gale was still raging, but 
a lifeboat was launched from the 
liner, and they rescued us, with much 
difficulty and danger. It was not 
easy to believe, as we stood safe on 
the bi¢ ship’s deck, that we were still 
alive.”

THE SAILOR MISSIONARY 


REV. “CAPTAIN” ANTLE MINIS. 
TERS TO B. C. LUMBERMEN. 


With a Ship and Two Land Hospitals 
Intrepid Minister in the Wild 
Coast of British Columbia Takes 
Medicine, Literature and Religion 
Among the Loggers—The’“‘Cap” Is 
All Man, 


One of the most interesting, sens- 
ible and practical efforts in the way 
of human benevolence may be found 
on the Pacific Coast, where Rev. John 
Antle, with a hospital ship, three 
skilled surgeons, four trained nurses, 
two hospitals and a third in course 


& 


of construction, is carrying on a work 
that is only beginning to be known 
to the general public. Away in the 


forests of giant fir trees in Northern 
British Columbia there is a corps of 
men several thousand strong engaged 
in felling these forest monarchs and 
hauling them to the sea, where they 
are forwarded to the saw-mills of 
Vancouver and elsewhere, to be trans- 
formed into merchantable lumber, 
and sent forth to the ends of the earth 
to be used for the convenience and 
comfort of men. For years these men 
were a couple of hundred miles from 
civilization. The ever-present saloon 
was the only evidence that men not 
actually engaged in the logging indus- 
try took thought for the lumber-jack 
—it was a thought, of course, that did 
not go far on the road of benevolence. 
When, in their hazardous occupation, 
they were smitten down by an unman- 
ageable tree, or mangled by a logging 
train, or nearly cut in twain by a 
flying cable, they had to die without 
surgical care or await in agony the 
chance call of a trading steamer to 
carry them to Vancouver—a_ day’s 
journey henee. In that extraordin- 
ary aggregation of men were to be 
found all sorts and conditions of hu- 
manity, all nationalities, all grades of 
education from the Oxford graduate 
downward, and all degrees of self- 
control and dissipation. Up to these 
logging camps sailed a little craft. 
some five years ago, with Rev. John 
Antle at the tiller, and his little son 
Victor, a boy of 12 years, making him- 
self useful amidshs. It was a won- 
derful journey. The entire 
ered upwards of 500 miles and was 
made in a month on a sea that had 
hitherto been unknown to the sailor 
Into a cove where he had been told 
a camp was situated, he crent at dead 
of night with the cliffs on cither side, 
towering hundreds of feet above him, 
and seeming to mock his diminutive 
vessel. On another occasion he was 
caught in a “narrows” between an 
island and the mainland by the out- 
going tide, and his craft was tossed 
about like a bit of cork, while on it 
sped like a race horse headed for 
the winning-post 

As a result of that trip it can be 
said with perfect truth that the whole 
northern coast has been transformed 
as a place of habitation. First of all, ‘ 
there is the mission-ship, Columbia, 
which is the centre and key of th: 
whole situation. It was built origin- i] 
ally as a sailing vessel, with auxiliary 
gasoline engines. Now the sails are 
auxiliary and the engine the chief 
motive power. It is so built that it 
concentrates many funefions in one 
structure. It is a floating hosp't.! 
library, dispensary, postoffice, 
church and court of justice, It tours 
about from camp to camp with a sur- 
geon on board picking up sick and 
wounded men, and hurrying them off 
to the hospital. It distributes books. 
magazines, and papers, a service that 
is greatly appreciated in those lonely

instructions with the foremen of 
camps that save the situation until

vessel, the brigantine Try Again, was 
wreeked on the Cornish coast dur- 
ing a dense fog, 

The vessel, belonging to Padstow, 
was bound from Antwerp to Dublin 
with a cargo of phosphates, and 
struck a reef of rocks which juts out 
close to the foot of the Dodman, 
the héghest headland on the south 
const of Cornwall. The fog was 
dense that the sailors were unaware 
of the proximity of land until the 
vessel struck, A heavy sea was run- 
ning, and the ship began to break up 
on the rocks. 

Watching their opportunity, the 
crew, as the waves receded, jumped, 
one by one, on to an adjacent ledge 
of the rock and elambered up to the 
foot of the cliff. The eaptain, J. H. 
Carbines, who was the last to leave, 
was caught by an oneoming wave 
and swept into the sea. With great 
difficulty he was pulled out by the 
crew, only to be swept off the rock 
again. <A second time he was 
eved and carried, more dead 
alive, to the foot of the cliff. 

While two of the sailors remained 
to guard the injured captain, two 
others essayed the task of climbing 
the Dodman It was oa hazardous 
venture, as the cliff rises sharply to 
a height of 400 fect, and affords only 
the slenderest foothold The men, 
however, sueeeeded in reaching the 
top, and made their way to a farm 
ao mile away. The coastgnards from 
Gorran were summoned, and it was 
4 o'clock when they reached the Dod- 
man, or four hours after the wreck. 

Despite the dense fog and the daet 
that the men eovld only approxi- 
minately indicate where the eaptain 
and his companions were lying the 
coustenards, with the aid of ropes, 
descended the cliff. and = found the 
eaptain lying in an apparently dying 
condition, He revived, however, af- 
ter partaking of spirits.

Any one who writes notes on these 
lessons can scarcely fail to be im- 
pressed with this strange fact--that 
we never have a lesson from the 
prophets unless it is the quarterly tem- 
perance lesson, and in looking over the 
synopsis of lessons I notice that no 
lessons from prophecy appear in the 
course of study till 1911 and then only 
in connection with studies in the lives 
of the kings. It would seem as if 
prophecy was not considered a profita- 
ble study, as if it was considered a 
dark subject in the midst of much 
light instead of a light shining in a 
dark place whereunto we do well that 
we take heed (I! Pet. i, 19). Might not 
the Saviour have good reasons to say 
to the professing Christians of our 
time, “O fools und slow of heart, to 
believe all that the prophets have 
spoken?" (Luke xxiv, 25.) Preachers 
and people seem to have closed eyes 
and to be in a deep sleep concerning 
the wonderful purpose of God concern- 
ing the ages and are therefore said to 
be drunken, but not with wine; to 
stagger, but not with strong drink 
(xxix, 9). Which is worse—that phase 
of drunkenness or the beastly drunk- 
enness which is the result of literal 
strong drink? If we judge from the 
fact that the awful words which fell 
from the Saviour's lips, and only from 
Ilis, concerning weeping, wailing and 


gnashing of teeth were spoken not 
concerning the openly ungodly, but 
concerning professing believers who 


did not believe, it should not be diffi- 
cult to decide as to what He thinks 
of it. 

It may not be amiss to call attention 
to the section of Isaiah which this 
chapter begins, the woe section, but 
in another aspect it might be called 
the section of the cornerstone, the 
tried stonc, the sure foundation, laid 
by God Himself (verse 16), and other 
foundation there is none, for all else {s 
a refuge of lies, « bed too short to 
stretch oneself on, covering too nar- 
row to wrap oneself in, and when the 
Lord comes in judgment and righteous- 
ness to sweep away oll false refuges 
and to cause Israel to blossom and 
bud and fill the face of the earth with 
fruit then {t shall be seen (verses 
17-20; chapter xxvii, 6). Drunkenness 
is the outward manifestation of a 
phase of proud sinful self which, not 
knowing what ails it, seeks satisfac 
tion in this form and eatis it a glort- 
ous good time, aot cousidering that 
there is a judgment to come, a time 
when the sowing shall bring a fearful 
harvest of everlasting woe and all the 
glory and beauty (in their eyes) of the 
present rioting shall forever fade 
away. The disgusting filthiness of 
their feasts, even though accompanied 
by musie and much that fs attractive 
to the natural man (chapter v, 12), ts 
set forth in verses 8, 9. Not only the 
ordinary people, but priests and proph- 
ets, those who should be the Lord's 
messengers to the people and stand for 
the people before God, were guilty of 
this sin, which may perhaps have been 
the sin of Nadab and Abibu when 
they died before the Lord while offi- 
clating us His priests (Lev. x, 1-9).
